The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Each of Groups l-VI 
define an optical waveguide comprising a core and a clad, wherein a core shape is 
defined by a different equation for each group of claims set forth above.
